Gov. Manning. 
Hon. J. L. Manntxe was yesterday installed 
Governor of the State. The following is his 
Inaugural Address : 


Gentiemen of the Senate anil 
: House of Representatives: 

To bo elevated under usual circumstances to 
the first office of tlie State, would have gratified 
my utmost ambition ; but when thus bestowed 
upon me by those who represent every shade 
of political opinion within its limits, the gift is 
insested with additional causes for pride and 
gratification. I shall, therefore, regard it 
as a part of my duty, to represent and cultivate 
these harmonious sentiments ; and trust, that 
by uniting wth it a destre to discharge upright. 
ly and zealously the duties which will soon de- 
volve upon me, to retain your confidence, anl 
that of the people you.represent. 

I deem it proper upou the thresho Id of office 
to state in brief and general terms, the views, 
which will hereafter govern my offivial conduct. 

Our constitution confides: bat a limited por- 
tion of the active power of government to its 
chiof executive officer. Besides the general 
superintendance demanded of him, the supervi- 
sion of the institutions of education, and the 
command and inspection of miliatia, his most 
responsible duty is, the discreet exorcise of his 
interposition, ia temperiag any undue rigor, fo 
the enforcement of the p2nal law. 

It is scarcely necessary to advert to the im- 
portance of a proper attention to those institu- 
tiows which the Staig,has established for the 
improvement of education.’ I shall rogard it as 
one of my most pleasing functions,:to do my 
partin the discharge of this, our. common di- 
ty. And if I can contribute, in any degree, to 
raige the standard, or extend the benefits of 
these wise establishments, [ shall regard my- 
self as richly rewarled for the most anxious ef- 
forts. 

A proper attention te the organization of 
the Militia, is also an indispensible part ~ of 
my public duty; and if we cannot expect to 
render our citizen-soldiery equal to those train- 
edin the severe school of military life, we may 
yet do most importaat service in keeping up 
such a system, as will at once- remind our 
cuuntrymen that they may one d:y have to take 
their place in the field, an] will keep. us ac- 
quainted with the resourcas of the State.
